Zoological Garden Is Ail That Re- 
mains of a Species.

Cincinnatt,. 0.—One solitary passen- 
ger pigeon, ending her life at the 
Y%oological garden in Cincinati, is. to- 
day all that remains of an American 
species that early. in the last century 
swarmed over the continent in flocks 
numbering billions.
